Editorial Comment 


Soviet Laments 


The Russians don’t like the talk 
from President Eisenhower and top 
U.S. scientists that in a few years we 
i will be able to p roduce an H-bomb 
almost “clean** of radioactive fall-out. 
! It doesn’t fit with their p rop aganda 
ajfainst the continuance of nuclear 
tests. 
The sad laments of a soviet news­ 
p ap er that the Americans are going 
to develop a “ notorious clean bomb 
with which they can destroy mankind 
with a greater amount of p recision” 
have a hyp ocritical ring. 
If a clean bomb should be p erfect­ 
ed, then the hydrogen device becomes 
simp ly a colossal ex p losive cap able of 
destruction on an unp recedented mass 
scale. In this resp ect it differs there­ 
after only in degree from any other 
ex p losive ever emp loyed in warfare. 
The Russians have the largest land 
army on earth, and certainly the big­ 
gest if not the most p owerful air force. 
Beyond doubt this military establish­ 
ment is well equip p ed with convention­ 
al arms— whatever may be Russia's 
stock of nuclear weap ons. 
The human beings who would be 
killed 
by the conventional bullets, 
shells and bombs used by this army in 
any future war would be just as dead 
as anyone killed by an H-bomb, clean 
or otherwise. 


What the Soviet Union seems to be 
saying, as others have tried to say be­ 
fore. is that it is all right to kill p eop le 
singly or in modest hundreds or thous­ 
ands, but it is wicked to kill them in 
the tens of thousands, 
Russia’s bleeding for humanity is 
p hony. What the Kremlin really dis­ 
likes is the fact that the United States 
has a commanding advantage in a field 
that is so imp ortant as to constitute an 
effective bar to all Soviet designs of 
major military conquest. 
Leaving aside all arguments of 
moral character and of damage to in­ 
nocent millions through fall-out, it is 
p lain that a clean bomb would increase 
our advantage. It would mean that we 
could use nuclear devices tactically 
with no fear that our own troop s and 
our own p op ulation would be fatally 
contaminated by lethal side effects. 
We would much p refer not to 
them at all, nor conventional weap ons 
either. 
We genuinely want effective 
disarmament. 
But there is nothing 
contradictory in going ahead to p erfect 
our weap ons at the same time we dis­ 
cuss armament.

Kills, Drowns 


Thousands 


JERSEYVILLE - The f l a s h 
floods of . une 14 wiped out the 
« round hop- population in some 
parts of Jersey county according 
to reports turned in this week by 
local observers. 
The animals were trapped by 
the llood waters In some districts 
$nd drowned in large numbers. 
Where the general terrain was 
suitable for their being trapped 
by the floods, the animals per­ 
ished. but in some of the other 
creek valleys, many survived. 
One of the creek land localities 
where the woodchucks drowned 
by the hundreds'is that of the 
Phil's creek east and northeast of 
Jerseyvilh.
